Mr. Cleveland said today to several gen- 
tlemen who called upon him in regard to 
the Atlauta -postoffice. that he had deter- 
mined to leave the matter entirely to the 
senators.

“I do not believe in taking a. new man 
for postmaster in a town the size of At- 
lanta, unless there be a general demand 
from the people for him,” said Mr. Cleve- 
land when this statement about Mr. Coup- 
er’s brief residence was made to him. 

Still Mr. Cleveland has decided to hands 
off in this fight. He says the senators 
must agree upon a man, and whoever that 
may be he will appoint. 

The South Caretina Fight. 

T. Strobo Farrar, of South Carolina, who . 
was appointed second auditor of the treas- 
ury’ today, is a “conservative” in the poli- 
tics of that state. He was recommended 

by Senator ‘Butler. The reform ¢ongress- 
men refused to endorse him, but in the face 
of this refusal Senator Butler’s endorse- 
ment carried him through. This would 
seem to indicate that. the president is not 
inclined to consider Senator Irby and the 
reformers of South Carolina in making ap- 
pointments from that state. 

The president also appointed W. J. Pren- 
tiss postmaster at Beaufort upon the recom- 
mendation of Senator Butler. The “re- 
formers” are very angry that the president 
should accept the recommendations of Sen- 
ator Butler in preference to them. | 

N ot Disposed to Remove Buck Now. 

The president does not seem disposed to 
remove Marshal Buck immediately. He 
| said today that it was not his policy to 
| make removals without good cause. In the 

event, however, that it cowd be demon- 
strated to him that there was a general 
demand in the state for his removal ang 
the reasons were good, he would do so. 
But it is not probable that any action in 
regard to his removal will be taken in 
some tiem. 
Who Can Be Fighting Him?

Will Adjourn Next Week. 


It is the general impression in the senate 
that the extraordinary session of that body 
will adjourn the first or middle of next weék. 
The president will probably by that 
time be ready to notify them that 
he has no _ further cemmunications 
to make. When the contested 
election cases are disposed of it is not likely 
that a quorum will remain in the city, as 
there have already been some departures, 
and many other senators will leave so soon 
as the cases are out of the way. There are 
some who think that an adjournment can be 
had by the last of this week, but it is net be- 
lieved by the majority that the work can he 
finished by that Saha. 

The Rouch Investigation. 


Though the republicans still. claim that 
they will push the Roach investigation and 
s0 have the scope of the resolution extended 
that the manner in which Mr. Roach’s elec- 
tion was accomplished and the part -the 
democratic steering committee played in it 
developed, there are few who really. believe 
that anything more will be ddne this ses- 
sion than the reference of the resolution te 
the committee on privileges’ and elections. 
They may order an investigation, buat no 
work will be done in this direction until the 
session ngxt fall. 


The se@ate was in secret session this af- 
ternoon for more than an hour, and at the 
end of that time only ‘a few postmasters 
were given out as having been confirmed. 
This was, however, the most unimportant 
part of the session. The Behring sea con- 
ference and the cases of the two govern- 
nese were.submitted to the senate, but not 
read. 

The Russian treaty was then taken up and 
demanded the attention of the senators for 
some time. The recent criticisms of this 
treaty in the newspapers of the country have 

ven the instrument gomething of a _polit- 
ical tinge, and the senate is no nearer a so- 
lution on the question—whether or not to re- 
lease the injunction of secrecy—than it was a 
week or ten days ago. ‘The discussion hinges 
upon just what amount shall be made pub- 
lic. The treaty was originally negotiated by 
Mr. Bayard under Mr. Clevéland’s first tern:. 
The objections that have been aimed at the 
convention strike at clauses that were in the 
original document, but which, it is said, do 
not now appear. The republicans insist that 
the treaty as adopted shall be published 
along with the original text, so that it shall 
appear exactly what was proposed and what 
was accepted. The democrats oppose thits. 
No conclusion was reached when the senate 
adjourned. 


A CLAIMANT FROM KANSAS: 


Mr. Ady Thinks He I Entitled to the Seat

Washington, April 3-—The senate today 
began the fifth week of its extraordinary ses- 
sion with a fair attendance of senators in 
their seats and with a large audience in the 
galleries.

DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS, 


The Most Successful Electrocution Yet at 
Sing Sing. 


Y., April 3—James W. 
colored ex-preacher and con- 
vieted wife murderer, died in the electric 
chair today. The death warrant was read 
by Warden Brown in the condemned man’s 
cell at 10:30 o’clock last night. Hamilton 
sat on the bed and showed some signs of 
emotion when the document was read. 
amilton walked with firm step to the 

death chamber. Two priests were clos 
beside him. Hamilton took his seat in 
the chair with a glance of curious interest 
in, the surroundings. His lips moved in 
response to prayers for the prisoner, which 
Father Creeden repeated, but no words 
could be heard. : 
Hamilton was quickly strapped in the 
cHair. At 11:10-3 all connections were 
made and* Warden Brown gave the sig- 
nal. A current of 1,740 volts were turned 
on and the victim in the chair jumped up- 
ward, strdining at the strops, and _re- 
mained rigid. A crucifix which he held 
in his right hand was clasped still tightly, 
but his lips stopped moving and all signs 
of life ceased at the instant of contact. 
The current was left on for sixty seconds, 
then turned off. The physicians stepped 
forward and listened for heart beats and 
felt for the pulse. They declared the sub- 
ject dead at 11:13-10. 

The electrocution differed from all its 
predecessors in that only one shock was 
given. There was no scorching or scald- 
ing of the skin or steaming at the elec- 
troids, and while the man was above me- 
dium height and of massive build, it was 
evident that death was _ instantaneous. 
Such was the verdict of all who were 
resent who had seen former executions 
n the electric chair. Electrician Davis 
said it was the most successful at which 
he had officiated. He gave a voltage at 
1,740 and amperes at 7 5-10.

BERESFORD’S SENTENCE STANDS. 


The United States Supreme Court Affirms the 

Judgment. 

Washington, April 3.—The supreme court 
today, in a long opinion rendered by J us- 
tice Jackson, decided that a fugitive from 
justice rendered under extradition proceed- 
ings by one state to another, may be con- 
stitutionally tried in the latter state upon 
a warrant charging another offense than 
the one set forth in the warrant of extra- 
dition. This decision affirms the judgment 
of the Georgia supreme court in the case 
of Sidney Lascelles, alias Waiter S. Beres- 
ford, the well-known swindler, who, claim- 
ing to be Lord Beresford’s son, cut a wide 
swath in New York and the south, at the 
expense of his deluded victims. 


FIRE AT FLORENCE, 8; 6. 


A Score of Buildings Burned and the Loss 
$250,000. 

Columbia, S. ©., April 3.—The city of 
Florence, S. C., is the scene of a quarter 
of a: million dollar fire. The fire broke out 
early this morning in thé grocery store of 
D. F. Parker by the explosion of a kero- 
sene lamp. At least a score of buildings 
have been burned and destroyed. Among 
them are the Central hotel, Bank of the 
Carolinas, city hall, Knights of Pythias 
hall, and a hall in which was located all 
the paraphernalia of the various secret 
societies in town and the Derrick machinery 
‘building.

Cleveland; O., April 3.—A very light 
vote was polled aft today’s city election. 
Blee, democrat, is undoubtedly elected 
mayor over Akers, republican, by 1,200 .to 
1,500. Attorney General E. S. Meyer, 
present corporation counsel, and a républi- 
can, who ran as the nominee of the peo- 
ple’s party, received nearly 5,000 votes, 
cast mainly by republicans.

He studied fgur years at 
Wurtemberg Medical collegéw rere he took 
fan excellent course in medicine, afterwards 
serving as an apprentice both in Germany 
and France. e came to thig country at 
the beginning of the war and conducted a 
large drug business in New York until 
his health forced him to come south in 
1879. He settled at Augusta, where he 
lived until he moved to Griffin to assume 
his position at_ the experiment station. 

He leaves a large family and ‘many 
friends to regret his untimely end. 

Amid Mr. Speth’s cheekered life of 
varied experiences and interesting incidents 
there is a pretty little romance of how 
he met his wife. He waz & Surgeon on 
board a ship on the Atluatic, on which a 
young lady coming tv America from Bin- 
gen needed his attention.

~ The new issue of bonds will not increase 


Atlanta’s present bonded debt, as the bonds 
proposed are simply to take the place of 


. $182,000 of bonds which have already been 


issued and sold. 
+ Something over a year ago the city of 
Atianta authorized the making of $182,- 
000 of waterworks bonds by the general 
council of 1892. In January last those 
bonds,’ which had been made and prepared 
by the general council of the year before, 
together with about $50,000 of redemption 
bonds, were placed on the market. The 
small edition of bonds was quickly taken at 
par by the American Trust and Banking 
‘Oempany and by the Capital City bank, 
while the big edition of $182,000 of wa- 
terworks bonds proper were sold to the 
game gentlemen, who resold them in New 
York. After the sale of the bonds, but 
before they had been paid for, an error 
was found in their construction. The law 
authorizing the issuing of the bonds gave 


them date of January 1, 1893. The Ist 


of January happened to fall on Sunday 
and as soon as that was ascertained the 
general council legislated so ‘as to make 
the bonds bear date of January 24. 

After. the bonds were turned over to 
the purchasers in New York the attorneys 
for the buyers gave the laws of Georgia a 
thorough study and finally came to the 
conclusion that the bonds, while not ille- 
gal, were defective. The purchasers were 
Hot anxious, however, to back down from 
the trade, but notified the Atlantians that 
they would gladly take the bonds if the 
defect was corrected.

HARALSON FRUIT GROWERS, 


They Held an Interesting Session at Talla- 
poosa on Saturday. 

Carrollton, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
Fruit Growers’ Association of Haralson 
county held a meeting at Tallapoosa Sat- 
urday in the interest of/fruit raising in 
Carroll and’ Haralson counties. Quite a 
large number of these tillers of the soil 


were present and discussed methods that | 


will enable them to sel] their fruit and the 
praper remedy to keep grapes from rot or 
to preserve apple trees. 

A better cimate and a better soil does 
not exist in the United States for apples 
ail grapes, than these two counties, more 
especially the northern part of Carroll and 
the southern part of Haralson. 

The ‘apple raising of this section has 
grown to large proportions. Farmers 
make more from their apple crop than they 
do from any other they can raise. A num- 
ber of the farmers of this section have very 
large orchards of apple trees and many 
more are planting out orchards as oppor- 
tunity presents itself. One season Dr. W. 
I’. Golden, ex-state senator from the thirty- 
eighth: district, whose home is at Drake- 
tow, in the western part of Haralson coun- 
ty, planted out sixty acres in golden apples. 
and fie hag already a large orchard and 
stil] continues to plant out trees every sea- 
son, The. golden apple and the Shockley 
apple are both winter apples and are free 
from rot. This is the principa] apple rais- 
€d in this section. In the fal} season of 
the year‘thousands of wagon loads of these 
apples are carried to such towns as Colum- 
bus, LaGrange and Albany and vended out 
by the dozen, peck and bushel, and some 
times by the wagon load. They sell at 5 
and 10 cents per dozen, and from 50 
cents to $1.50 per bushel. In ten years 
more the apple raising of this section will 
be a big thing for the planters and will 
revolutionize the farming business jin this 
county. 

Grape culture, if anything, is growing 
faster than the growing of apples. . Nearly 
every farmer in the above section has plant- 
ed Out a small vineyard, and some few 
make as much as twenty-five hundred gal- 
lons of wine yearly. e grape business 
is growing lively and means something for 
the farmers,

PORTER STOCKS GETS AN AIRING. 


He Was Looking Much the Worse from the 
Effecta of a Recent Spell of Fever. 

Porter Stocks left the jail yesterday 
morning and. got a fresh airing upon the 
open streets. : 

He was carried to the city court as a 
witness in the cases of the state vs. Wade 
Sazton, Luke Jamison and Tom Curtwright 
who were indicted for defacing a public 
building. ‘Phese three negroes, it will be 
remembered, made an attempt to break jail, 
and in doing so cut some holes in the wall 
which did not heighten the artistic appear- 
ance of the building. 

For this offense the jailers swore out 
accusations against the three men under 
the section of the code which makes it an 
offense of a mild nature to deface a public 
building. Porter Stocks knew enough about 
the attempted escape to make his knowledge 
valuable as evidence, and he was summoned 
to appear in court yesterday morning. He 
was taken to the courtroom by a bailiff, 
and seemed to enjoy the exercise he got 
in walking to the courthouse, four squares 
from the jail. 

It was Stocks’s first time out in several 
weeks. He was looking rather thin, the 
effect of a short but severe attack of fever 
from which he has but recently recovered. 
Although carried to court Stocks was not 
placed on the witness stand. The case 
was disposed of without going to trial.

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The Gate City Bank Case. 

The quietus put upon the investigation 
of the affairs of the Gate City National 
bank—which was so sudden ae 
‘° yviolent—has begun to attract the -atten- 
tion of the whole country. The Boston 
Advertiser devotes a leading editprial ar- 
ticle to the subject. and presently the 
newspapers of the whole country will be 
launching forth in comment and criticism 
on a proceeding which has about it a 
sensational air of mystery. 

It is inevitable that this should be so, 
and it is inevitable, too, that criticism, in 
endeavoring to sound the depths of the 
mystery, should strike hard at those who 
have nothing but misfortune to show as 
the result of their connecflon with the 
case. | 

The Constitution hag made no serious 
effort to penetrate the mystery that 
seems to surround the sudden pause in 
the investigation, nor has it taken any 
stock in the multitude of rumors that the 
event has bred. What influence, civic or 
official, may have been brought to bear 
on the attorney general to urge him-for- 
ward in a proceeding so extraordinary 
The Constitution has made no effort .to 
discover. It hag recognized the fact that 
any attempt to cover up, to conceal or to 
divert the investigation from its natural 
course: would prove to be utterly futile. 

Nevertheless, while we have refrained 
' from commenting on the episode, we 
have been keenly alive to the fact that It 
has created a painful impression in the 
public mind, given rise to rumors calcu- 
lated to work injury to innocent persons, 
and created a cloud of suspicions In re- 
gard to the character of the intuence 
brought to bear on the atforney general. 

Naturally, a great many newspapers 
have eagerly seized an opportunity that 
fits itself so exactly to the dimensions of 
a sensation, and they have enlarged the 
facts and given all sorts of false rumors 
a credible shape. In the comment of The 
Boston Advertiser the bank officials are, 
by inference, supposed to be extremely 
anxious to avoid an investigation. when, 
in point of fact. these officials have dis- 
played an anxiety to probe the whole 
business to the bottom. From the first 
they have seemed anxious to discover 
the real cause and the whole extent of 
the misfortune that they are the victims 
of. Yet it is natural that the pubiic mind, 

’ beating about in the dark and being un- 
able to account for the sudden and mys- 
terious pause given to the investigation, 
should seize upon and appropriate ‘the 
wildest and most groundless rumors. 

It is hardly credible fhat the investiga- 
tion was stopped for the purpose of 
shielding any person or for covering up 
any fact essential to the adninistration 
of justice, for it must be apparent to the 
dullest mind that such an effort would 
not only prove futile, but that it would 
lend wings to“Buspicions difficult to over- 
take and correct. The truth hurts no in-

It could be 
employed in paying millions of dollars 
worth of debt. Paid out to its owners, 
it would not only prove to be a relief to 
indtvi@uals, but this money, restored to 
circulation, would be of great benefit to 
the city. 

We have geen no adequate explanation 
of the unfortunate delay that has already 
taken place; we do not expect to see any, 
but we can say to the attorney generat 
(and we speak for thé whole community) 
that he cannot better perform his duty 
than by promptly pushing the investiga- 
tion to its legitimate end, not only that 
justice may be done, but that the money 
now unfortunately held up may be paid 
out to its rightful owners. 


The County Bonds. 

The action of the county commission- 
ers, in giving assurances as to what will 
be done in the event that the bonds are 
favorably voted upon by the people, 
will go a long way toward removing 
whatever doubt there was as to the is- 
sue of that election. 

The Commercial Club made a happy be- 
ginning in their work of usefulness in 
having brought out the people to make 
some expressions of their wishes in a 
matter of so much moment. The readi- 
ness of the members of the county com- 
mission to make known what would be 
their line of action, shows a respect for 
the wishes of the people which is sure 
to win for the membership backing 
which all public bodies ought to have. 

Now, that the voters know exactly 
what to expect, they can approach the 
polls intelligently and act for the best 
interest of the county. The vote taken 
by the members of the Commercial Club, 
so nearly undhimous—with only one 
dissenting vote in a representative body 
of over one hundred of Atlanta’s best 
men—would indicate that there is a strong 
probability of the bonds being passed. 

The good beginning thus made by the 
commission, in coming into contact with 
the people, should be kept up until the 
end is reached. Care should be taken 
that the best result is had for the money; 
that the bonds are disposed of at the 
highest possible rates, such rates as a rich 
county like Fulton should be able to 
command; and that, at no stage, should 
a mistake be made. The gentlemen com- 
posing the county commission are men 
of honor and integrity, and their good 
judgment will be subjected to such a 
test in this matter that their successful 
passing through it will be an honor to be 
cherished the rest of their days. 

The Constitution congratulates the Com- 
merctal Club and the county commission. 


Our Farms, Homes and Mortgages. 

The statistics of debt and ownership in 
Georgia, as presented in the reports of 
the recent census, are attracting general 
attention on account of the reputation of 
our state for enterprise and progress. 

From these statistics it appears that in 
1890 there were in Georgia 352,059 fam- 
ilies, of which 241,420, or 68.57 per cent, 
hired their farms or homes, and 110,639, 
or 81.43 per cent, owned them. Of the 
owning families, 3,522, or 3.18 per cent, 
had farm or home itncumbrances, and 
107,117, or 96.82 per cent, had no incum- 
brances. The farm families numbered 
175,688, or 49.90 per cent, of the total 
number of families. Of the farm fami- 
lies, 73,607, or 41.90 per cent, owned, and 
102.081, or 58.10, per cent, hired the farms 

7 a . . < “pe 
cultivated by them, while 2,491, or 3.38 
per cent, had incumbrances on their 
farms, and 71,116, or 96.62 per cent, had 
no incumbrance. As compared with the 
year 1880 there was an apparent increase 
in farm tenancy from 44.85 per cent to 
58.10 per cent, but the sources of the sta- 
tistics for the two years were not the 
same, so that deductions of this kind 
have to be made with caution. There 
were in 1890 176,371 home families, con- 
stituting 50.10 per cent of the total num- 
ber of families in the state. They were 
divided into classes as follows, viz: Hir- 
ing families, 139,339, or 79 per cent of 
the whole number of home families; own- 
ing families, 37,032, or 21 per cent; fam- 
ilies owning free of incumbrance, 36,001, 
or 97-22 per cent of the total number own- 
ing, and families owning subject to in- 
cumbrance, 1,031, or 2.78 per cent of the 
owning families. 

It will be seen that our city homes are 
hired and incumbered to a greater de- 
gree than the country homes. The two 
are thus contrasted by a writer in Brad- 
street’s, who says: 

In the seven cities of the state having a pop- 
‘ulation between 8,000 and 100,000 80.26 per 
cent of the home families hired and 19.74 per 
cent owned their homes; homes subject to in- 
cumbrances were occupied by 5.46 per cent 
of the owning families, and 94.54 per cent of 
the owning families had no home incum- 
brance. In the state outside of these cities 
78.62 per cent of the home families hired and 
21.38 per cent owned their homes; 2.03 per 
cent of the home-owning families owned with 
incumbrance and 97.97 per cent without in- 
cumbrance. 

The 3,522 owned farms and homes of the 
state were incumbered by Hens amounting 
to $2,749,254, of which $1,697,500 was on 
2,491 farms and $1,051,754 on 1,031 homes. 
The value of the incumbered farms was $4,- 
051,892, and that of the homes was $2,469,771, 
a total of $6,521,663. The ratios ef debt to 
value were in the case of farms 41.89 per cent, 
and in the case of homes 42.50 per cent: for 
both, 42.16 per cent. The ratio of debt to 
value was less in the cities than in the state 
cuteide of the cities, being 39.59 per cent in 
the former case and 46.62 per cent in the lat- 
ter. The average owned and incumbered farm 
i: the stete was valued at $1,627, the average 


‘ home at $2,396, and the average home ‘n the 


cities at 3,188. The average farm incum- 
sean Rtas ace ye average home incum- 
brance in the city $1,202, * eum 

The principal rate of interest in the 
State in 1890 was 8 per cent, but higher 
rates were paid by 24.01 per cent of the 
farm debtor families on 19.65 per cent of 
the farm debt; by 10.38 per cent of the 
home debtor families on 5.89 per cent of 
the home debt, and in the seven cities by. 
56.17 percent of the home debtor families, 


or 3.19 per cent of the home 
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in the seven cities 79.10 per cent of the 
home debtors incurred 56.58 per cent of 
their debt for the purposes mentioned. 
The article quoted goes on fo say: 

The objects of real estate purchase and im- 
provements, business and the purchase of per- 
soval property, when not complicated with 
other objects, led. 39.74 per cent of the fdrm 
debtor families of the state to incur 44.87 per 
home debt, and 04.16 per cent of the home 
dettor families to incur 86.46 per ceat of the 
home debt, nd 94.16 per cent of the home 
debtor families in the seven cities to incur 
92.33 per cent of the home debt. Farm and 
f-mily expenses, standing alone are represent- 
ed by 44 per cent of the farm debtor families 
of the state and 28.35 per cent of the farm debt 
fomily expenses by 12.12 per cent of the home 
debtor families and 4.98 per cent of the home 
debt, and family expenses in the seven cities 
by 2.47 per cent of the home debtor families 
and 0.73 of 1 per cent of the home debt. 

The total interest charge on incum- 
brances for one year was $224,327, of 
which $141,382 was on farms and $82,- 
945 on homes. The average interest 
charge was $57 on each farm, $80 on 
each home and $97 on each home in the 
seven cities. On farm loans the average 
rate of interest was 8.33 per cent, on 
home loans 7.89 per cent and on home 
loans in the seven cities 7.71 per cent. 

Altogether, this is an encouraging 
showing, and it is worth preserving for 
future study and reference. 


A Glance Backward—And Forward. 
Our esteemed contemporary, The Jones- 


_boro News, recalls a chapter of the re- 


cent past when it says: 

After his nomination The Constitution did 
as much or more to secure Cleveland’s election 
than any paper in the state.

It is pre- 
eminently a newspaper for the people, 
and when it entered théir homes with its 
demand for financial and tariff reform 
and its unanswerable arraignment of a 
republican force bill administration its 
arguments fell Just where they would do 
the most good.

ing than the tortuous efforts of some of 
our esteemed ‘contenfporaries to know 
themselves and to be known as the per- 
sonal organs, of the adminfSTtrafion. It 
seems to be 1 tremendous struggle on 
the part of the most of them to place 
their performance on a level with their 
desires. 
_ The anxious efforts of these unfDitious 
brethren have no where been made more 
coauspicuous than in the course of the dis- 
cussion that has taken place in regard to 
an extra session of congress. This dis- 
cussion was precipitated by The Consti- 
tution immediately after the elecfion of 
Mr. Cleveland. We pointed out that it 
was not only dué to the people that the 
pledges of the democratic platform 
should be redeemed as promptly as pos 
sible, but that it was in the nature of a 
party necessity that the question of tariff 
reform should be practically disposed of 
before the fall elections of 1894. 

As one of the results of that discussion 
it was hinted that Mr. Cleveland had not 
made up his mind. It was then that 
some of the brethren began to show a 
disposition to perspire. They wiped their 
marble brows and allowed the question 
to lie on the table. A few of the boldest 
remarked that the matter was one for 
consideration, and threatened to believe 
that an extra session would be a very 


good thing. 

Then it was intimated that Mr. Cleve- 
land was in favor of an extra session if 
congress could be induced to arrange the 


preliminary thachinery for tariff reform 
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. News says: 


All this is amusing, buf it has its seri- 
ous side. It falls far short ot constitut 
ing the most~ beautiful spectacle in the 
world. We suppdSe that there never was 
a president who stood less in need of a 


breadth of policy that would scorn the 
services of personal organship, and it is 
curious that the brethren who are falling 
over each other in their efforts to be “or- 
ganus” do not perceive this substantial 
featuTé of his clraracter. 

The Constitution has no such narrow 
purpose as that“of playing the part of a 
personal organ. It cannot undertake to 
engage in this sort of a performance It 
is an organ, an organ of the democratic 
party and tiie democratic plafform, but 
beyond that it cannot afford to go. in 
that direction, however, [t proposes to go 
to the furthest limit, to the end that dent 
ocratic principles“ and democratic polil- 
cles may dominate and control this gov- 
ernment for generations to come.

“A CRISIS IN GEORGIA AFFAIRS.” 


Secretary Hoke Smith and Senator Gordon 
Have a Misunderstanding.”’

Washington, April 1.—While Georgia has 
been in clover up to this time in gathering 
in public patronage in Washington, a crisis 
has been reached which is likely to disrupt 
the happy family, the result of which will be 
watched with interest. 

It is well known that the relations between 
Secretary of the Interior Smith and Senator 
Gordon are in a state of high tension, and 
that the latter has his mettle up to a point 
where he may not yield to the young man 
whom he has assisted to such an extent as to 
make him prominent enough to attract the 
attention of Mr. Cleveland. 

The trouble grows out of the canvass for 
the marshalship of the northern district of 
Georgia. As soon as Mr. Cleveland’s elec- 
tion was announced, Senator Gordon made it 
known that his choice for the marshalship 
was Bob Barry, of DeKalb county, a gentle- 
man with an enormous growth of red whis- 
kers. To oppose him there appeared Colonel 
Renfroe, who had been postmaster of At- 
lanta during Mr. Cleveland’s previous ad- 
ministration. 

{his gentleman found a champion in Mr. 
Hoke Smith, whose cabinet boomlet had not 
yet materialized. It was thus that days 
were allowed to slip by until the hour of trial 
came, when a choice had to be made, and 
then the candidacy of Pod Dismuke was an- 
nounced to disturb the serenity which other- 
wise might have reigned. 

Secretary Smith felt perfectly sure that he 
could bring Senator Gordon over to his can-

Which Was Held Last Night in the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


THERE WAS MUCH ENTHUSIASM SHOWN 


fhe Only Negative Vote Was That of Mr. 


Hooper Alexander, Who Voted 
Against ths Bonds. 


If the sentiment of the Commercial Club 
of Atlanta, composed of the solid business 
men of this city, is any indication, there 
is no doubt as to the issuance of the county 
bonds by an overwhelming majority. 

There was a full quorum of the business 


' men present last night, and the meeting was 


one of great cordiality.. Fully a hundred 
and fifty men were present, and these rep- 
resented every line of business in the city. 
Several entertaining speeches were made, 
all of them practical and to the pointy 
Before the meeting was over it became 
apparent te all present that the sentiment 
of the members was heartily in favor of 
the bonds. 

A vote was taken after the discussion was 
over, and with the exception of Mr. Alex- 
ander, who adhered to his position in the 
best of grace, the meeting was a unit in 
favor of the bonds. It was further recom- 
mended that instead of holding the election 
at the time advertised it should be consoli- 
dated with that of the city election for the 
issuing of water bonds. 

The speeches were all short and the 
privileges of the floor were extended to all 
present. 

Mr. Oglesby Opens the Meeting. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby, the president of 
the Commercial Club, called the meeting 
to order. He explained the object for 
which it had been called, viz., to consider 
as representative business men the advis- 
ability of issuing $600,000 worth of bonds 
for the purpose of carrying out the con- 
templated county improvements. He stat- 
ed that no programme had been arranged, 
but that the names of several who were 
known to entertain diverse views had been 
published in’ the newspapers, several of 
whom were present. Every member was 
invited to participate in the discussion. 

A letter was read by the president from 
a special ,committee of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, signed by Messrs. Col- 
lier, ‘Thompson and Nelms, stating that a 
resolution would be introduced at the next 
meeting on Wednesday, providing for the 
distribution of the money voted im the 
following manner: $450,000 for a new 
courthouse on the present site; $100,000 
for a new jail; and $50,000 for the re- 
formatory prison. 

Mr. Howell Speaks. 

The first speaker called upon was Mr. 
Clark Howell. He was greeted with 
loud applause as he came from his place of 
retirement. Mr. Liewell stated that he 
had written an editorial for today’s paper 
which he would kili in view of the letter 
which had been read from the county com- 
missioners. 

“After a week's absence from the city 
& found on my return home that there 
was no slight sentiment against the bonds, 
due to a misapprehension as to how the 
amount would be divided and the lack 
of sufficient information upon the subject. 
I am glad, however, that any doubt on 
that point is now relieved by the letter 
from the commissioners. I am heartily 
in favor of the bonds, and have not allow- 
ed myself to be influenced by any partisan 
feelings in yielding to the arguments which 
have induced me to favor the proposition. 


. We should have too much of the -Atlanta 


spirit to, be contentious in regard to sec- 
tional lines where the good of the city is 
concerned.”’ 

He referred to the urgent necessity for a 
courthouse, and calied attention to the 
fact that successive grand juries for the 
last ten years had spoken in plain terms 
of the Fulton county jail. It has been 
characterized as a disgrace to the city. 
As to the reformatory prison it is just as 
important as the courthouse or the jail. 
Colonel Robertson, who is one of the best 
informed men in the state on this line, 
states that numbers of children are today 
wearing stripes and are brought in daily 


_, communication with hardened criminals in 


the penitentiary of the state, who have in 
them the making of good citizens. The re- 
port of every reformatory institution in the 
south has*shown a remarkable career, and 
their capacity for the aecomplishment of 
good is beyond computation. The chief 
objection to the measure is that a reforma- 
tory ought to be a state institution. This 
is not well grounded. We know the dif- 
ficulty which we have to encounter in seek- 
ing the state’s aid, and I have only to cite 
you to the trouble we had with 
the Soldiers’ Home.

“As to the jail, the trouble has largely 
grown out of the keeping of United States 
prisoners at that place. These have been 
kept in a small outer building for the great- 


er part, although a few of them have been , 


kept in the main building. The reported. 
number of escapes have not actually oc- 
curred from the jail, but from the custody 
of the officers.'’’ As to the reformatory pris- 
on he thought it bad policy to establish it 
without first confering with the legislature, 
as there was no law at present authorizing 
its erection. He was opposed to entailing 
the heavy debt of so many bonds upon pos- 
terity. It was a wrong precedent, and he 
objected to it as a part of the posterity 
which had to bear the burden. He saw 
but little warrant in the way of public 


improvement for the bonded debt which had 


already been contracted. 
Commissioner Coilier Talks. 


Commissioner C. A. Collier, who was 
present as one of the representatives of the 
board, was next called upon. 

Mr. Collier stated that the board had not 
gone into the matter without deliberation, 
and that every step had been taken with due 
Care and circumspection. Time and again 
the matter had been before the grand jury 
and many who were present had served 

on that body, Two plans, either of 
which was satisfactory, had been drawn of 
the jail, and there was nothing in the way 
of preliminary that had not been arranged. 
The degect in the way of the reformatory 
prison so far as the law was concerned 
could be removed as soon as the legislature 
met. All of the judges in the county were 
heartily in favor of the improvements and 
considered them as absolutely necessary. 
As to the cost of the buildings they would 
represent when completed only 7 per cent 
of the city’s enormous wealth,and there was 
scarcely a man in Atlanta who had not put 
that much of his money in his home. It 
would be a shame to house the officials of 
the richest county in the state in a mere 
barn. The buildings should be in keeping 
with the character and dignity of the coun- 
ty. Atlanta had not overstrained her ca- 
pacity for borrowing money and the fact 
that bonds in the pen had not brought as 
much as they should was due altogether to 
the stringency of the market. The matter 
Was one that nothing except the market 
could control. 

Councilman Reneau’s Strong Talk. 

Councilman Reneau made a strong appeal 
in behalf of the bonds. He stated in an- 
swer to the point of Mr. Alexander that 
Atlanta had much to show for her bonded 
indebtedness. She had prospered in spite 
of her debt and had more than doubled her 
population. There were need of other im- 
provements in addition to the county build- 
ings. There was need of a large hall for the 
purpose of conventions and other assemblies, 
and Atlanta, in this respect, was a long way 
behind the times. He desired to see the 
improvements, and when visitors came to 
Atlanta he didn’t want them to be disap- 
pointed. Nothing shows the character of 
the city like its public buildings. 

Mr. Kosser Scores a Hit. 


One of the best speeches of the evening 
was made by Mr. L. Z. Rosser. 

He referred to the present condition of 
the courthouse, from the standpoint of one 
who in the course of his business as a 
lawyer had been there frequently. It was 
altogether insufficient, and tbe rooms, in 
addition to being contracted, were badly 
in need of ventilation and were very un- 
healthy. He made several pgngent re- 
marks, which forcibly Ulustrated the neces- 
sity of larger and more convenient quar- 
ters. 

As to the jail, it was a disgrace to civili- 
gation, and operated a& a punishment to 
those who were imprisoned, before they 
were ever convicted of any crime. “The 
object of a jail,’”’ said Mr. Rosser, is not 
to punish the offender, but to keep him until 
he is tried by law. And yet the condition 
of Fulton county jail is such that | feel 
in reading the accounts of Siberian prisons 
that we can duplicate it all in Fulton 
county.” 

After speaxing of the-necessity of a jail 
he referred in a very pathetic and eloquent 
manner to the need of a reformatory prison 
for juvenile offenders. It was a shame that 
children that ought to be at home, and who 
had in them the making of noble and use- 
ful men, should be sent to the penitentiary 
and brought daily in contact with branded 
felons. There were some things in which 
it would do to consider the question of 
cost, but there were other things too high 
and too sacred to be measured with dol- 
lars, and one of them Was the reformatory 
prison for the youth of the country. He 
thought the people, instead of allowing 
the judges to send them over to the peni- 
tentiary, should at least give them the op- 
portunity for a reformation. 

Mr. Haas Has a Word. 


Mo. Aaron Haas, in response toa call, 
stated that he was heartily in favor of the 
bonds. He did not agree. with Mr. Alex- 
ander that the city had overstrained her- 
self, and that the price of bonds in the 
market depended upon the conditon of 
money matters. He stated that the indebt- 
edness of the city at the present time was 
less than three million dollars. 

Captain Lowry, responding to the next 
call, stated that he was always in line with 
Atlanta’s prosperity, but especially after 
the speech of Mr. Rosser, was he in favor 
of an appropriation for ‘the reformatory 
prison. | 

This concluded the speeches for the even- 
ing and a vote was then taken. (ne or 
two good suggestions were made oy Judge 
Kontz and others present, after which it 
Wag agreed to vote for an endorsement of 
the bonds, coupled with a recommendation 
to consolidate the two elections. 

The vote was put and carried as above 
stated, Mr. Alexander being the only one 
to vote in the negative. 

The suggesion will go before the board 
of county commissioners tomorrow and-they 
will then decide whether the election will 


occur on the 13th of April or the 16th 


of May, at the same time as the city elec- 
tion on the issuing of water bonds. 

After the meeting was over the meinbers 
adjourned to a free lunch. ‘President 
Oglesby, in dismissing the meeting, stated 
that the membership of the association 
since the time of its organization, had risen 
to 338 and that the number had been fiaed 
at four hundred. It was necessary that 
those who were waiting to join should do 
so without delay.

Where 
a woman is concerned people are interested 
and this is especially so where\a woman 
is connected with the embezzlement of a 
prominent bank cashier who stands high in 
social and business circles. 

Everybody has been trying to settle for 
himself and to his own satisfaction the 
question, did Lewis Redwine give fair Mrs. 
Hammond any of the money he took from 
the Gate City bank? The matter has 
always been so surrounded that a great 
lot of ugly stories have grown out of it, 
which would not have been had the public 
had more light to guide them in their specu- 
lations. 

Hundreds of stories, the large majority 
of which could not possibly be true, have 
gone the rounds and gome of them have 
found their way into print. It was una- 
voidable that these stories would get out, 
fBince the gossiping public had a wide field 
for imagination. Some of the wild stories 
credited Lewis Redwine with spending 
‘fabulous sums on Mrs. Hammond, provid- 
ing her with a fine cottage, paying her ex- 
penses for a season at Carlsbad and main- 
taining her in luxury and style. 

When ‘the public got through with the 
names of Redwine and Mrs. Hammond 
the former was left in a rather unenviable 
light. In silence he had to bear the ugly 
notoriety which this part of the story 
brought him, in _ addition to the 
notoriety “he won when he ran away from 
the bank, an embezzler and a fugitive. 

Redwine’s friends, many of them, knew 
that the sensational stories going 
around had been manufactured, but 
they had no way to stop them. 
The only way to do it was to 
secure from Redwine a denial] of the stories 
coupling his name with Mrs. Hammond’s. 
Yesterday a gentleman friend of Redwine’s 
went to the jail and sent up to the prison- 
er’s cell the following note: 

“If you possibly can, will you answer for 
publication the following question, did 
you give Mrs. Hammond any: of the Gate 
City bank’s money? An answer to this 
question cannot hurt your case, in my 
opinion, and a negative reply would set at 
rest the disagreeable rumors that are going 
round from mouth to mouth.” 

Redwine considered the matter very care- 
fully, keeping the jailer fully fifteen min- 
utes before making his reply. Finally, he 
sent the jailer back with this answer: 

“I would be only too glad to answer the 
question you ask, but my attorneys have 
enjoined me strictly not to open my mouth, 
and I will have to abide their imstructions. 
If Colonel Hammopd will consent I will 
very readily reply to that question, and, 
if you will go to him and request that I 
answer it and get his consent for me to do 
so, I will be glad to speak.”’ “ 

Redwine was undoubtedly anxious to 
tell his side of the story, and for a time de- 
bated in his mmd whether it would be wise 
to do so without first obtaining the consent 
of his lawyers. He decided that it would 
be the. safest course to pursue to act on 
the advice of either Hon. N. J. Hammond 
or Mr. Thod Hammond. He _ _—iregard- 
ed Mr. Thod Hammond as the one 
most likely to give his consent. 

The gentleman who sent Redwine the 
note went from the jail to Colonel Ham- 
mond’s office and made the request ‘of the 
senior member of the firm as told to do 
by Redwine. Colonel Hammond took a 
very sensible view of the matter. He 
stated to the gentleman that he had no par- 
ticular reason against Redwine answering 
the question, but it would let down the 
bars if Redwine were to once opem his 
mouth and be would be besieged with in- 


night. For this reason, therefore, he 
withheld his consent, and the newspaper 
reading public ‘lost an opportunity to 
read the first utterance of Redwine since 
he has been in jail. 

As it is, his evident desire to speak upon 
this particular branch of his case indicates 
pretty plainly what his reply would be 
and is sufficient to prove to the minds of 
those whose faith in his veracity is still 
unshaken that the fair grass widow hasn’t 
a dollar of' the bank’s money.

thereafter an examination of the record of 
deeds would show title in the wife, but none 
whatever in the husband, a mortgage subse- 
quently executed by her to secure a loan of 
money made to her by procurement of the 
husband, he disclaiming all title in himself 
to the premises and asserting that the title 
was in her, would bind the property, as 
against the homestead right, if the mort- 
gagee parted with his money upon the faith 
of the security and without notice of the 
destroyed deed or of any title in the hus- 
band which passed thereby. 

6. A tax execution issued by a tax col- 
lector after he goes out of office is not a 
legal process, and any sale of property 
thereunder is a mere nullity. If the collec- 
tor’s official term had expired, but his suc- 
cessor had not qualified, he would still be 
in. office, so long as he acted officially. 

7. The court was not only warranted in 
granting a new trial, but could not have 
done otherwise.

While a married woman cannot in any 
manner become a surety for her son-in-law 
so as to bind parse’ or her propetty, for 
the payment of debts, yet she may ex- 
tinguish his debts, ar cause t 7 to be er- 
tinguished, on her own credit, with a mort- 
gage upon her property as security for the 
performance of her own contract. Freeman 

590; Finch’ v- Barclay, 
87 Ga. 303. A note and mortgage given by 
@ warried woman to a creditor of her son- 
in-law in extinguishment of a debt from the 
latter to this creditor, and for the purpose of 
raising money to extinguish his debts to 
other creditors, will bind her.

Mr. Waterhouse Another Witness—They 


Testify as to the Engineers’ Side. 
Other News of Macon. 


Macon, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
Central railroad engineers’ case came up 
Before Judge Emory Speer of the United 
States court, this morning at 10 o'clock, on 
the question of requiring Receiver Comer, 
of the Central,to sign a contract with the en- 
gineers for the ensuing year. - A full recital 
of this matter has frequently been publish- 
ed in The Constitution, so it is not neces- 
sary to give a resume of it here. When 
court opened today Attorney R. W. Patter- 
son and his clients, the committee from the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers of

force. Attorney saiterson siuted tuat the 
receiver had utterly ignored this order aud 

violated the terms and agreements of 
the old contract. He cited te tact that 
the place of the engineer who was hurt in 
the recent wreck ot the Nancy Hanks had 
been filed by a man, Mr. Clark, who is 
not a member of the brotherhood, and that 
the road has issued an order which now re- 
Quirey ali freight crews to run through from 
Macon to Savannah, whereas, formeriy the 
crews were relieved at Wadley. ‘his new 
rule adds from five to seven hours ot labor 
to the treight engineers. Mr. Paiterson 
prayed that the court should require the re- 
ceiver to observe and respect the order of 
the court which directed that the old con- 
tract be kept in force pending tue decision 
of the court on the new contract. 

Attorney Ounningham, speaking for Re- 
eeiver Cowear, replied that Receiver Comer 
had not been advised of any order of the 
court in reference to the continuation and 
enforcement of the old contract, and did 
not see, therefore, how Keceiver Comer 
could be held in contempt. He stated that 
Clark had been put on the Nancy Hanks 
because members of the brotherhood had 
said that they did not desire to make so 
long a run as is required by the Nancy 

anks. 

Judge Speer stated that when the com- 
mittee of engineers, Mr. Waterhouse chair- 
man, called upon him at the inception of 
the case, he notified them that the old con- 
tract should continue in force until the mat- 
ter of the new contract was determined. 
Judge Speer further said that he had told 

r. Comer in person, in Savannah, that 
the old contract should remain in force, and 
that the court now again notified Receiver 
Comer that the old contract must be kept 
in force and all its terms and agreements 

*be observed pending the hearing on the new 
contract. 
Kngineers Drhw First Blood. 

Thus the first blood of the day was drawn 
by the engineers, and the large number of 
them who were in the courtroom watching 
the proceedings were evidently much grat- 
ified by the statement of the court, for the 
officers of the Central road have been de- 
clarin~ that the ald contract was not in 
force and that Judge: Speer had never di- 
rected that it should continue while the 
new contract matter was pending. 

Judge Speer notified Attorney Patterson 
that he would not now enter into any in- 
vestigation of the accusation of contempt 
brought against Receiver Comer for the al- 
leged disregard of the order of the court 
directing that the old contract be kept in 
force. Judge Speer said this accusation 
was @ criminal proceeding, while the ques- 
tion of the new contract was a civil one, 
and that it would be illogical and out of 
all precedent to blend the two. He di- 
rected Attorney Patterson to proceed with 
the matter relating simply to the question 
of a new contract, and to introduce his ev- 
idence, etc. Mr. Patterson first read his 
bill or petition, and Mr. Cunningham read 
the answer of Receiver Comer. The old 
contact was also read. 

Assistant Graud Chief Youngson. 

The introduction of witnesses was the 
mext business in order. Assistant Gaand 
Chief Youngson of Cleveland, U., and 
the committee of engineers from the Cen- 
tral’a system were swvrn by plaintiff. 
Mr. Youngson was the first witness put 
op the stand. He stated that he had 
served as a practical engineer about twen- 
ty-two and a half years. He explained 
fully the “seniority clause” of the proposed 
new contract. He stated that this is 
fully in line with the civil service idea 
of the Ameritan government, and that 
seniority of service should be given prece- 
dence where merit and ability are equal. 
If this were not so there might be no in- 
centive to many men to render steadfast, 
faithful and efficient service in the hope 
of promotion. Mr. Youngson stated that 
the pay of freight and passenger engineers 
on dhe Central is 1-4 of a cent per mile 
less than the general roads of the country. 
It can be stated here in justice to the 

neers that when Receiver Comer ex- 
piumed to the engineers the bad financial 
condition of the Central road, they imme- 
diately struck out the clause in the new 
contract asking for an increase in pay 
to the standard wages of the different roads 
of the ame and do not insist on the 
increase. his shows the conservative 

rit and moderation of the engineers.

Comer on the Stand.

Mr. Comer stated that his general objec- 
tion to signing a contract was that the en- 
gineers would not obey a contract if it came 
in conflict with the secret rules of the or- 

der. He was unwilling to sign a contract if 
the engineers did not agree to haul over the 
Centra] road cars of another road on which 
there is a strike. He also objected to pay- 
ing for over-work under the tollowing con- 
ditions: If the fiexed schedule of a hundred 
mile run is four hours, for which the en- 
gineer is paid $4, and the engineer, by 
reason of some accident for which neither 
the enigneer nor the road is responsible, is 
delayed two hours over time, Receiver Co- 
mer does not think the engineer should be 
paid extra for the delayed time. He also 
objected to the “‘seniority clause.” Receiv- 
er Comer’s construction of this was that 
merit was not to figure in the matter at 
all, but only length of service. ‘The engi- 
neerg say, however, that merit is to be con- 
sidered. Receiver Comer thinks that

Judge Speer’s Joke. 

Just here Judge Speer stated that a short 
time since he was in Savannah standing bys 
a Nancy Hanks engine talking to a fireman 
when he observed an engineer with his head 
tied up. The judge asked the fireman what 
was the matter with the engineer’s head. 
The fireman replied: “He was an engineer 
on the Nancy Hanks and the train ran so 
fast the wind cut his ears off.’’ This re- 
cital by Judge Speer provoked mucb merri- 
ment.

Which Occurred at Cartersville asa Result of 
the Explosion at Ladd's. 

Cartersville, Gia., April 3.—(Special.)— 
grief to four homes here. From thuse homes 
The beautiful EKasterday brought deepest 
to four homes here. From those homes 
four men, who left them happy and hearty 
Saturday morning, were buried yesterday 
afternoon. 

It was the end of the awful disaster at 
Ladd’s lime works near this city. 

The details of the story show that quite 
a number of men were engaged in prepar- 
ing for an unusually heavy blast, and had 
drilled a hole over eight feet deep in the 
solid ‘lime rock on the side of Alabaster 
mountain. About fifteen dynamite cart- 
ridges had been placed in the hole, when 
one of the men took up a tamping rod, a 
tool several feet long, one end of which 
is of hickory wood and the other of iron, 
and endeavored to force the cartridges 
deeper into the hole in order to make room 
for mores, He had struck only a few 
times when there was a loud report and 
the grim mountain trembled. 

When the smoke and dust cleared away 
half a dozen men lay upon the ground, 
two dead, two mortally wounded, another 
with a fractured shoulder and one with 
his ankle broken and his leg larcerated. 
Robert Jackson and James Mayhew, white, 
were killed instantly and William Murphy 
and Bedford Brown, colored, died in a 
short time. _ Joe Hall and Aaron Craig 
colored, are resting very well today and 
will probably recover. 

Murphy had been an employe of the 
works for twenty years and this is the 
first accident worth mentioning that has 
occurred therein all that time. 

The only explanation that can be given 
for the horrible occurrence is that the dy- 
namite exploded from the concussion caus- 
ed in tamping the cartridges. Dr. Sulli- 
van, the managef, is deeply grieved over 
the accident and will no doubt do all he 
can, for the ‘strieken families, though, if re- 
ports be true, the management of the works 
are in nO way responsible for the explosion. 
It was from using the metal end of the 
tamping rod instead of the wooden end.

: The State Courts Win. 


The Atlanta and Florida railroad is 
advertised again this morning for sale. 


ceiver of the state court. Bfeore it was ad- 
vertised by a commissioner of the United 
States court. 

The litigation over this railroad has 
been long and complicated. If all the 
petitions for receivers, injunctions, ap- 
peals and other proceedings were pasted 
together they would stretch from one end 
of the line to the other. The litigation has 
extended to Macon on one side and to 
New Orleans on the other, and has os- 
cillated from state court to federal until 
it was hard to tell where to find the line 
after losing sight of it for forty-eigh 
hours. ' 

Messrs. Payne & Tye have fought per- 
sistently and at last seem to have the 
field to themselves. They have had many 
knotty points to contend against, but 
they have cut them one after another. 
They represent the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company, which has a claim against the 
company for considerably more than 
$100,000 for rails. The upset price for 
the property is $500,000, and on the 
purchase $100,000 must be paid in cash 
on the day of sale. 

The road is bonded for $840,000. Com- 
mon stock was issued at $15,000 per 
mile, and the road is 104 miles in length. 
The construction compan: organized to 
build the road was capitalized at $400,- 
000, which was actually paid in. The 
construction company took common stock 
at the rate of five for one. 

The Atlanta and Florida passes through 
a splendid section of the state. The line 


“needs to be extended to get an outlet 


on the south in order to accomplish the 
greatest good. It could be made an jn- 
dependent outlet for Atlanta and the 
benefits would be vast. At the upset or 
minimum price the road woul be cheap. 

So far as is known there is no com- 
pany figuring or the properiy. Newman 
Erb has a scheme to consolidate it with 
the Marietta and North Georgia and the 
Cumberland Gap, and on the south with 
the Georgia Southern and, Florida and 
make a through line from Cincinnati to 
Florida. One or two short links would 
have to be built. The plen is all right in 
scope, but there is no money in sight so 
far to carry it out.

A Central Stockholder Says That the South- 
western Gets the Best Showing.

er parties whom it attacks. 

It is an assault from an unexpected quar- 
ter. It may mean much and it may mean 
little, according to who is really behind 
it.

‘Tt is“an fhtefvéfitfon in the foreclosure 
proceedings of the Farmers’ ‘Trust Com- 
pany against the Central railroad for the 
tripartite bonds, It was filed today in the 
United States court here. Lt is another 
crossfire upon the reorganization and 
charges that the Southwestern railroad 
stockholders are getting the big part of the 
reorganization plan and that the reorgani- 
zation committee in their own right are not 
interested in Central railroad stock. 

What the Intervention Alleges. ;. 


John S. Tilney, of Orange, N. J., the 
owner of 500 shares of Central railroad 
stock and of debentures, through his attor- 
ney, John W. Weed, of New York, files his 
notice of intervention. He is not con- 
vinced that the Central railroad will con- 
test the claim of the Southwestern, that the 
Central railroad must be first sold for the 
satisfaction of tripartite bonds before the 
Southwestern railroad property should be 
sold for the satisfaction of the same. Mr. 
Tilney believes the reorganization scheme 
is highly detrimental to Central railroad 
stockholders because it increases the 
amount of its bonded debt by watering it, 
and also converts the stock of the Soutk- 
western railroad into a first mortgage on the 
whole system. 

He charges that Mr. Comer and gis 
board of directors altogether do not own 
as much Central railroad stock as the peti- 
tioner, but many of them are large owners 
of Southwestern railroad stock; that Mr. 
Comer has identified himself with the move- 
ment by offering himself to represent the 
stockholders of the Southwestern Railroad 
Company, who favor the reorganization; 
that he attended the meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Southwestern Railroad Com- 
pany and held proxies. 


The petitioner charges that an effort will 


be made to sell the main line of the Central 
to pay the tripartite bonds, the purpose be- 
ing illegally to preserve the interests of the 
stockholders of the Southwestern Railroad 

y. Mr. Tilney believes that the 
suit for foreclosure was brought at the re- 
quest and is controlled by the reorganiza- 
tion committee, and that Receiver Comer 
and his directors have allied themselves 
with the schemes and purposes of the reor- 
ganization committee, and that no real and 
earnest defense against the illegal claim of 
the Southwestern railroad will be made. 
The petitioner avers that the Southwestern 
railroad is justly an equal joint debtor with 
the Central railroad upon the tripartite 
bonds and is not entitled to be treated 


merely as surety for such indebtedness, and 
that the Central railroad should not alone 


bear the burden of paying the bonds. 

The intervention has caused much com- 
ment and the general belief is that it is 
only a surface indication and that there is 
more to come out of it. _

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MR. CARL WEINMEISTER, OF THIS CITY, 


Applied for Admission Into Stevens Insti- 
tute After Graduating Here, and Found 
That a Course Was Unnecessary.

It is time that Atlanta was waking up 
to a realization of what a treasure she has 
in the Technological school. 

When a northern college, which occupies 
the highest reputed rank, refuses to ac- 
cept an applicant for admission from the 
south, who has previously had the benefit 
of a course of instruction in one of our 
southern colleges, it certainly argues a 
marked degree of excellence on the part 
of our southern institutions. 

This is in short the outcome of an inter- 
esting story which will be read with a 
great deal of interest by the friends of the 
Technological school, and by the friends of 
both practical and higher education in this 
state. 

Last May Mr. Carl Weimmeister, a 
son of our popular fellow townsman, grad- 
uated from the school of technology in this 
city. He was proficient in all of his stu- 
dies and ranked among the leading men of 
his class. Being desirous of equipping 
himself more thoroughly for the work of 
his profession he conceived the idea of 
taking a special Course at one of . the 
northern institutions. This he felt. to be 
necessary, not on account of any deficiency 
in the training of the Technological school, 
but by reasor of the ‘vastly superior ad- 
vantages which he thought to derive from 
2 post graduate course in the highest edu- 
cational institution of the kind in the 
country. 

Accordingly 


ploma from thgfschool in Atlanta, he made 


his arrangemenis to go to Hoboken, N. J., 
and enter the Stevens institute. Chis 
college has a reputation second to none Im 
the country, and eccupies the leading posi- 
tion among Technological schools. — 

When Mr. ‘Weinmeister applied for ar- 
mission into the school: he was examined 
by the several professors in each of their 
departments. They gave him a rigid ex- 
amination and thoroughly sifted his knowl- 
edge in all the points touching upon his 
eourse at the Technological school in At- 
lanta. It was found, before they had pro- 
ceeded far that he was remarkably pro- 
ficient in all of their departments, and the 
knowledge of practical mechanics, which 
he had previously acquired embraced all 
the studies in the curriculum of that in- 
stitution. 

“There is nothing we could do for you,” 
said the superintendent. “You know all 
we could teach you.” 

In other words it was impossible for Mr. 
Weinmeister to learn anything at that 
school, except a small amount of Collateral 
information. It was beyond the range of 
instruction afforded by that institution to 
extend his knowledge, and the professors 
were candid with him. 

“We find you thorough in all of the 
branches taught at this institution, Was 
the remark of one of the professors, “and 
to take a course at this institution would 
searcely add materially to the knowledge 
which you possess already. 

This was the professor's remark in sub- 
stance. Mr. Weinmeister was satisfied 
himself from what he could gather that 
while the college was haudsomely equipped, 
and was one of the finest schools in the 
country, to one who had_ never graduated 
and had his career to make, It was never- 
theless unnecessary as a supplement to 
his collegiate course in this city. 

Accordingly, instead of wasting his time 
in Hoboken, he began to knock around and 
obtained a lucratiye situation in New York. 
He is now at home on a short Visit, and 
will return to the north in a few days. 

Armed with this information a represen- 
tative of The Constitution called on Mr. 
Weinmeister at the Wuropean hotel yes- 
terday afternoon. He. was found without 
difficulty, though his modesty was a S8e- 
rious difficulty in. the way of ascertaining 
he desired information. 
. “Yes,” said he, “the Technological 
school of this city is one of the best in 
the country, and nowhere in my travels 
have 1 seen anything superior to its work- 
shops. Of course we need more money 
down here. The insufficiency of means to 
cope successfully with northern institutions 
is the only thing in the way, but even as 
it is, the school is far more deserving and 
far more excellent than many suppose.” 

Mr. Weinmeister spoke with a great deal 
of earnestness and seemed to be proud of 
the institution from whch he had obtaned 
his diploma. : 

With a good mechanical library, a good 
testing machine, a laboratory for assaying 
ores, and, perhaps a little more practice 
in electrical measurements, the Atlanta 
School if Technology would be one of the 
finest in the country, and even as it is it 
is an institution of which every Atlantian 


should be proud.

Formalities with Interest~Judge New- 
man and Colonel Darnell Spoke, 


District Attorney Joe James is the way 
it reads now, and that gentleman is already 
familiar with the routine of his office. His 
first work was to approve of seven war- 
rants. 

Colonel Joe James received his commis- 
sion yesterday morning and was sworn in 
a little after noon yesterday by United 
States Court Clerk Mr. O. C. Fulleer, Af- 
ter being sworn in by the clerk the new dis- 
trict attorney was taken in charge by ex- 
District Attorney Darnell and led into the 
United States courtroom and there the for- 
mality of an introduction to the court, 
Judge Newman presiding, was gone through 
with. 

District Attorney James was introduced 
to Judge Newman by his predecessor, Col- 
onel Darnell. His introduction of District 
Attorney James was also the occasion of 
his own official farewell to the court, with 
which he has been associated for the past 
four years. 

“May it please the court,” said Colonel 
Darnell, ‘“‘my term of office as United States 
attorney for this district having expired, 
and my successor having been appointed 


‘and qualified, I am now ready to deliver to 


him his office, with all the books, records, 
papers and property belonging thereto. 

“In taking leave of the court and its of- 
ficers, with whom I have been so long and 
so pleasantly associated, officially and oth- 
erwise, I wish to express to you and to 
them the high sense of appreciation 1 feel 
for the uniform kindness and courtesy 
shown me in the discharge of the many 
and sometimes . difficult duties devolving 
upon me. 

“And I desire, more especially, to bear 
testimony to your own high sense of duty, 
justice and impartiality in the administra- 
tion of the laws of the United States in 
this district, and that disposition on the 
part of the court to deal with all with as 
much of the humanity and mercy of the 
law as may be consistent with its require- 
ments. 

“If IL have committed errors in the per- 
formance of duty, I beg your indulgence to 
suy they were not the result of intention to 
do so, I have prosecuted for the United 
States as vigorously as, from a sense of 
duty and the due observance of my oath of 
otliice, was required, and I leave office un- 
conscious of baving done to any the slight- 
est intentional injustice. 

‘The condition of the office is such that 
my successor will, I trust, find no difficulty 
in entering upon the discharge of its duties 
to the entire satisfaction of all, and I now 
present him to you as the United States at- 
torney for this district and bid you and the 
officers of the court an official and affec- 
tionate farewell.”’ 

Judge Newman Replied Feelingly. 


When the ex-district attorney had con- 
cluded the introduction of his successor, 
Judge Newman said: 

“1 reciprocate all that has been so aptly 
expressed by Colonel Darnell, who retires 
from office today. Our relations have al- 
ways been of the kindliest and everything 
that has passed between us has always 
been in the most cordial feeling. I can 
commend the ex-district attorney as a most 
faithful and vigorous officer, one who never 
relaxed his efforts in endeavors to discover 
bottom facts in all his cases. I take plensure, 
also, in welcoming the new district attor- 
ney, who comes so highly recommended, and 
whois so well known throughout the state 
as a gentleman of the highest ability.” 

During the introduction of District Attor- 
ney James to the court there were tnree 
ex-district attorneys looking on—Judge Big- 
by, Hon. Ben Hill and Colonel Darnell. 

It was immediately after the introduction 
of Colonel James to the court that Colonel 
Rucker took his oath of office as assistant 
attorney, his commission having arrived 
sooner than had been anticipated. Just 
after the formality of the introduction was 
over the new district attorney received a 
telegram from the attorney general inquir- 
ing whether or not he had been sworn in. 
Colonel James immediately answered that 
he had been. 

They Took Immediate Possession. 


As soon as the first formalities were over 
Colonel Darnell, whose commission did not 
expire until today, tendered Colonel James 
his office and the new district attorney ac- 
cepted and went to work at once. The-ap- 
proval of the seven warrants mentioned 
was his first official act. 

Colonel Rucker, assistant district attor- 
ney, left last evening for home, where he 
will remain until tomorrow. Colonel Dar- 
nell will not leave the city for several days 
yet, as he has not as yet had a conference 
with Colonel James He _ has, however, 
placed his services at the disposal of the 
district attorney.
